PREAMBLE 

CONSIDERING THAT, BY BECOMING PARTIES TO THE CONVENTION ON 
INTERNATIONAL CIVIL AVIATION, CONTRACTING STATES HAVE PLEDGED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THEIR SUPPORT FOR THE SAFE AND ORDERLY CONDUCT OF INTERNATIONAL 
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CIVIL AVIATION; 

CONSIDERING THAT UNLAWFUL ACTS AGAINST THE SAFETY OF CIVIL 
AVIATION JEOPARDIZE THE SAFETY OF PERSONS AND PROPERTY, SERIOUSLY 
AFFECT THE OPERATION OF AIR SERVICES, AND UNDERMINE THE CONFIDENCE 
OF THE PEOPLES OF THE WORLD IN THE SAFETY OF CIVIL AVIATION; 

CONSIDERING THAT THE CONTRACTING STATES DESIRE THAT ALL 
PRACTICAL MEASURES BE TAKEN TO SECURE THE SAFETY OF INTERNATIONAL 
CIVIL AVIATION; 

CONSIDERING THAT IT IS DESIRABLE TO ENSURE APPLICATION BY THE

ARTICLE 81 

WHEN AN ACT OF UNLAWFUL SEIZURE OF AN AIRCRACFT HAS BEEN 
COMMITTED OF WHEN, DUE TO THE COMMISSION OF AN UNLAWFUL ACT 
AGAINST THE SAFETY OF CIVIL AVIATION A FLIGHT HAS BEEN DELAYED 
OR INTERRUPTED ANY CONTRACTING STATE IN WHOSE TERRITORY THE 
AIRCRAFT OR PASSENGERS OR CREW ARE PRESENT SHALL FACILITATE
